There  are  many  conflicting  reports  in 
regard  to  the  Burbank  Thornless  Blackber- 
ry. I went  to  see  plants  that  are  properly 
pruned  and  trellised  and  find  they  had  a 

heavy  crop  of  good  late  berries  which  com- 
pare very  favorably  with  the  Himalaya, 
which  has  always  been  considered  the  best 
late  berry  that  grows. 

They  both  should  be  trellised  on  wires, 
tile  same  as  American  grapes,  using  four  of 
the  strongest  vines  from  each  plant.  Keep 
them  pruned  back  annually  the  same  as 
grapes.  DO  NOT  ALLOW  ANY  SUCKERS 
TO  ACCUMULATE  AT  BASE  OF  PLANT. 

Our  Burbank  plants  are  the  true  bear- 
ing variety,  and  we  have  had  as  high  as  186 
berries  on  one  spike  this  year.  The  vines 
were  loaded  very  heavily,  and  those  who 
say  they  will  not  bear  should  have  seen 
them.

GENERAL  RULES  FOR 

SHAPING  THE  TREE 

All  fruit  trees  should  be  cut  hack 
to  about  18  inches  from  the  ground 
and  let  not  more  than  four  limbs 
grow  to  shape  the  tree.  These  should 
be  as  nearly  equally  distributed  as 
possible  and  no  two  should  star;* 
out  in  a oroteh  as  they  are  liable  to 
split  by  a heavy  wind  or  a heavy 
crop.  Let  these  limbs  grow  about 
18  inches,  when  they  should  be  pinch- 
ed at  the  tip  and  then  let  two  more 
grow  from  there.  When  they  get 
about  18  inches  long  pinch  again. 
This  will  give  a strong  framework 
for  the  tree. 

All  cross  limbs  must  be  removed 
and  the  tendency  as  far  as  possible 
should  be  to  prune  to  an  outside  bud 
fpr  the  first  two  winters’  pruning.

To  cure  Avocados  put  them  in  bran 
or  sawdust  until  soft. 


A few  of  the  common  recipes  for  the  use 
of  the  avocado: 

The  avocado  is  rich  in  oil,  averaging  2<0 
per  cent ; rich  in  protein,  averaging  2.50  per 
cent  ; and  high  in  ash,  1.50  per  cent. 

Being  high  in  oil  and  nil  in  sugar  mnkes 
the  avocado  a food  of  inestimable  value  for 
people  troubled  with  stomach  or  kidney 
trouble  or  to  the  debilitated  who  are  under- 
nourished. 

Avocados  used  on  bread,  crackers  or  toasf 
the  same  as  butter,  pepper  and  salt ; most 
people  peel,  pepper  and  salt  them  others 
prefer  it  without  any  seasoning. 

Avocados  musf  be  soft  as  cheese  or  butter 
to  be  at  their  best.  Avocados  cut  in  cubes 
and  added  to  hot  broth,  soups  of  all  sorts, 
and  gravies,  will  add  a double  flavor  and 
value  to  such.

A FEW  GENERAL  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  LANDSCAPING 

ON  A SMALL  LOT 

The  planting  of  shrubs  and  trees  about  the  home  shorn d have  a 
rule  to  go  by,  but  these  few  suggestions  may  help  you  a little  to  de- 
cide what  and  where  to  plant. 

Nature  herself  is  the  best  landscape  gardener.  By  imitating  Nature 
it  is  possible  to  make  your  place  more  beautiful. 

Many  people  hesitate  to  beautify  their  home  surronu dings  because 
they  do  not  realize  with  what  little  expense  and  trouble  their  prop- 
erty can  be  made  more  attractive  and  VALUABLE. 

The  planting  of  shrubs  and  trees  about  the  home  should  have»  a 
meaning.  Everything  should  be  so  arranged  as  to  make  the  home 
the  center  of  the  picture.  In  Nature  you  find  no  straight  lines. 

In  thi?  little  catalog  you  will  find  shu'bbery  and  trees  listed  under 
their  different  uses.  If  there  is  something  you  want  to  hide 
from  view,  plant  taller  shrubbery,  such  as  Australian  Tea  Tree, 
Dwarf  Bamboo,  Pampas  Grass,  etc.  Close  to  the  house  Cotoneasters, 
Pittosporums,  Nandinas  Coprosma  etc.  may  be  planted ; and  in  front 
©f  these  may  be  planted  a bank  of  lower  growing  plants,  Sword  Ferns 
Veronicas,  Heather,  low  growing  Cotoneasters.  Junipers,  Euonymus. 
etc.  On  the  north  side  of  the  house,  put  Violets,  Hydrangeas,  Smilix, 
Camelias,  Euonymus,  out  door  Ferns,  A cuba.  etc. 

On  the  sunny  sides  put  the  plants  that  will  stand  the  heat.  You 
will  find  these  listed  elsewhere. 

It  is  well  to  have  a nice  hedge  around  the  place,  or  to  divide  two 
plots  of  ground.  Most  people  neglect  to  beautify  the  back  yard.  ( ?) 

Plant  a few  of  the  low  growing  trees,  palms  tree  ferns,  evergreen 
trailing  plants,  etc.,  so  when  your  friends  come  from  the  East  they 
will  admire  your  place  and  California.

Water  heavily  in  a large  basin,  so  as  to  soak 
deep  and  draw  the  roots  down.
